capeskins,

pigskins, 
suedes or doeskins. 
Begin with a bowl of lu k ew arm .) 
rich, foamy suds, whipped up so 
that every hit of soap flakes or 
powder or cake of soap has been 
thoroughly dissolved. 
(Of course 
the soap should be pure and mild ) 
If your flngerpalls are ordinary 
length, 
put 
the 
gloves 
on 
your 
hands and rub your hands lightly 
together as though you were Wash­ 
ta them. 
But lf your fingernails are the 
fashionable very long ones, wash 
the gloves off your hands, working 
them around In the suds. Glove 
leather when wet la very soft, and 
nails are apt to cut it. 
The first principle in 
washing 
loather gloves successfully is not 
to let them get really dirty. 
If you’ll wash your white and 
light 
colored 
gloves 
after 
each 
day’s w ear and your darker ones 
after perhaps two or three day s 
wear. you'll find 
they 
not 
onlv 
wash easier sud quicker, hut that 
they w ear better 
Here are two “don'ts": don’t use 
a brush to clean soiled spots . . . it 
roughens 
the 
leather. 
Don't 
rub 
soap directly on gloves . . . e s p e ­ 
cially colored gloves . . . unless 
you can't possibly get a spot clean 
any other way.

the inside too. After your gloves 
look clean, rinse first in a clear 
w ater and then again In another 
sudsy lukewarm water, this time 
with a lighter suds than before. 
This soapy last rinse goes for 
all leather gloves except capeskin 
and kid—the glace finished leathers 
The rinse for these gloves should 
be clear lukewarm w ater without 
soap. 
Roll and push the gloves off your 
hands and roll in a turkish towel, 
pressing to remove excess moist­ 
ure. Take

blow into them.
